COMMENDABLE ENERGY 

The provincial police have shown en- 
ergy that is characteristic, and in every 
way commendable, in seeking a solution 
of the horrifying crime in the Mannville 
district. The circumstances were such as 
to make investigation peculiarly difficult, 
and the detection of the criminal about as 
improbable as it well could be. Apparent- 
ly only one living person knows exactly 
what took place in that farm house on 
Monday of last week—the murderer him- 
self. Nor has a witness been found whose 
testimony bears in any direct way upon 
the affair. Seldom are investigators con- 
fronted with a murder mystery upon 
whom some one cannot throw more light 
than has aided them in their efforts to 
follow the few and indirect clues to the 

rator of this tragedy 

Whether the murderer is ever appre- 
hended, convicted and punished, time and 
the proceedings in the courts will show. 
Meantime the public will note with lively 
satisfaction that the authorities have 
shown the vigor that was called for in get- 
ting promptly on the scene and in tracing 
down every trail that might possibly lead 
them to the party responsible. That they 
will ultimately succeed is to be confidently 
expected. The “perfect crime” is never 
committed. No criminal is so clever that 
a clever pursuer cannot follow his tracks. 
The police have done well thus far. From 
their vigilance the public will gather re- 
newed assurance in the protection of the 
law. And in it they will see also a hope

lamproving a Pasty Complexion 

Dear Miss Leeds—‘1) T am 18 years 
old and have been using cosmetics for 
a long time. My face looks pasty 
and old. I have enlarged pores and 
a very dry skin. What do you ad- 
vise? (2) I have long eyelashes, but 
they are light at the tips. I have 
tried vaseline on them without suc- 
cess. What will help darken them? | 
(3) I have ashen blond hair, green 
eyes and a fair complexion. What 
colors may I wear? L. N.N. 

Answer—(1) I hope that other 
young girls who read your letter here 
will take warning from your example 
No wonder your skin is old and dry: 
but it 1s not too late for you to de- 
velop a good, natural complexion. En- 
gage in some form of outdoor exereise 
for two hours each day. Walking 
will do. If you are very much under- 
weight, you need not exercise vigor- 
ously; just stay outdoors in the fresh 
air and walk a mile or two See 
that your sleeping room is well ven- 
tilated. Pasty complexions often re- 
sult from constipation. I am writing 
& special article on the subject this 
week that tells how to overcome the 
trouble. The dryness of your skin 
may be due to using too much face 
powder and failing to remove it all 
with cold cream at bedtime; or it may 
be principally due to a general lack 
physical fitness. At bedtime 
cleanse your face with cold cream, 
wipe it off and wash with castile 
soap and warm water. Bathe for sev- 
eral minutes in cold water, Dry thor- 
oughly and rub in a very little cold 
cream. In the morning cleanse the 
skin with cold eream, wipe it off and 
dust with pewder. (2) Vaseline is 
slow in its action, but is the safest 


thing te use. Some girls use mascara 
to darken the pale tips.
